The document, it is said, will be of 
more pressing nature' than formerly 
and will contain concrete offers of 
mediation by the pope with the pos- 
sible co-operation of neutral sov- 
ereigns. 


Similar information of the pope's 


Intention, it is said, has reached 
Berlin, where it has been received 
sympathetically. 


This is not the first report eman-- 


ating from Germany recently that 
the pope is about to make another 
peac'e move. The Neueste Nachrich- 
ten of Munich, Bavaria, according to 
a London dispatch of April 23, said 
that the pope would make a peace 
offer as soon as the western offen- 
sive had assumed a new phase. The 
Bavarian 
newspaper 
declared, the 


move would take the form of a 
"word of warning addressed to the 
universal conscience." 


A dispatch-from Stockholm, Tues- 


day, reported that a message from 
Basel 
announced 
that 
Emp'eror 


Charles of Austria, was making a 
new peace offer, appealing to Italy 
to consider it in her own interests. 


That a "peace offensive" would 


be made by the central powers in 
the event that the German offensive 
on the west appeared abortive has 
been predicted frequently in allied 
capitals. 
This may be the beginr 


ning. 
Pope Benedict's peace proposals 


last August were, .predicted by re- 
ports thtoHgtt^neutral countries that 
he was. about to take such action. 
The pope proposed the restoration of 
territory captured by the 
central 


powers; peaceful settlement of the 
Alsac-Lorraine, .Trentino and Polish 
questions; reduction of ;all arma- 
ments and freedom of the seas. 
President Wilson, in replying for the 
American and entente governments, 
refused the proposals. The reply of 
the central powers,, made some days 
after that of President Wilson, ex- 
pressed hope that the pope's efforts 
would result in a cessation of hos- 
tilities. 


LONDON COMMENT 


ON GERMAN ATTACK 


IS MORE HOPEFUL

London, May 1. — The failure of 


the 
German attacks 
southwest of 


Ypres on Monday with its immense 
losses to the enemy is commented on 
here in a more hopeful and confident 
tone which is in marked contrast 
with some recent comments on news 
of the progress of the German ad- 
vance towards the channel ports.

LONG RANGE GUNS 


IS INSIGNIFICANT 


Paris. April 15.—(Correspondence 


of the Associated Press)—The dam- 
age caused in the Paris district by 
shells from the long-range German 
annon has been insignificant in pro- 
portion to the mirth provoked by 
Jerman newspaper 
reports 
giving 


urid accounts of the damage, panic 
and consternation in the French cap- 
tal since th'e bombardment began. 


One German paper says great 


numbers of dead are buried at night; 
hat the people of Paris take their 
jreakfast and luncheon in their cel- 
ars, and that all those who can 
eave the stricken city "are hastening 
o a safe distance. 
Another says 


that in the high tension of nerves re- 
sulting from the havoc caused 
the 


common people, "who are unable to 
eave the city" are bringing about 
tiouble that amounts to riots after 
each unfavorable communique from 
the fighting front. 


The situation in Paris has been 


described fully by cable. No" disor- 
der of any kind has occurred and in- 
stead of consternation there reigns 
and has reigned from the beginnin 
perfect tranquility. 
Xo one pays 


'urther attention to the long-range 
gun than to speculate after each ex- 
plosion as to where the shell fell. 
Most of the sheHs fall in the soft 
:arth of the country districts. 


The few shells that have reached 


settled portions of the entrenched 
camp of Paris have done astonishing- 
ly little harm. 
Even the shell that 


went into a church on Good Friday, 
killed no one, the casualties result- 
ing from the caving in of "the arches 
Had the shell notvjffippened to strike 
a pillar supporting "the ceiling, few 
if any of the congregation would 
have been hurt. Shells have fallen 
within 10 to 30 feet of buildings 
without doing more damage than 
breaking windows. 


No doubt a great many of the 


children of Paris will be taken to 
southern France for the summer va- 
cation, but it is only because of the 
difficulty of keeping the little ones 
off the streets where a stray shell 
splinter is likely to reach them. The 
children 
themselves 
are as little 


moved by the bombardment as -were 
those of 1914. who played with the 
cannon balls the allies of that day 
fired into the capitalv and as were 
those of 1870, who were just as 
fearless. 


The game of war goes on in all the 


public gardens and minalure trench- 
es are being dug on every sand-heap 
with the same zest as before. When 
an explosion is heard the children 
look up from their occupations, place 
a thumb to the nose, and express in 
characteristic French fashion their 
supreme contempt for the cannon.

Prof. Hering said in part: 
"Christ Jesus, the great physician, 


the divine healer, has for all time 
set the standard of perfect healing 
before humanity, and that many do 
not yet believe in His gospel results 
from a lack of understanding of the 
true nature and philosophy of the 
so-called miracles which he perform- 
ed. 
His ethical teachings are very 


generally accepted even by 
agnos- 


tics; although the spiritual records

"The gospels record 
many 
in- 


stances of the healing of 
physical 


disease by Christ Jesus and His dis- 
ciples; He restored a withered hand, 
he healed an impotent man 
and a 


man bprn blind; He healed paraly- 
sis, dropsy, hemorrhage, leprosy, ep- 
ilepsy and violent insanity, and He 
raised the dead. 


"Furthermore he specifically com- 


manded His 
disciples 
that 
they 


should continue His healing work 


"Peters, John, Philip, Paul and 


other followers healed paralysis, de- 
formity, insanity, lameness and also 
raised the dead, in connection with 
their missionary work; in fact heal- 
ing was practiced 
quite 
generally 


among the early Christians. 


"All those who admit that Chris- 


tian healing is even desirable can 
but welcome a consideration of what 
it would involve, what it would de- 
pend upon. Let us consider, there- 
fore, whether there is a Science, a 
Principle and a law which can be 
applied, and how this application can 
be made. 
Let us inquire also what 


we can and must do with the pre- 
vailing belief in matter, that great- 
est stumbling block to belief in the 
Bible and the 
fulfilment 
.of 
its 


promises. 


Mental Nature of Matter. 


"Matter was formerly believed to 


be an entity separate from force or 
energy but recent researches and dis- 
coveries have rendered this view un- 
tenable. In short mater is now re- 
garded -as the appearance, external- 
izatiou or projection of force or en- 
ergy, and 
consequently 
what 
we 


touch, taste, smell, see or hear, is in 
fact force 


"This then brings us to the view 


point of materialistic philosophy and 
psychology, from which it further ap- 
pears that the mental faculties which 
we call sight, hearing, etc., are dif- 
ferent forms of vibration, and con- 
sequently what we see, hear, feel, 
taste, or smell is a mental impres- 
sion. 
Christ Jesus proved the men- 


tal nature of matter and existence 
when He walked on the water, still- 
ed the tempest, healed the sick, rais- 
ed the dead and overcame other ma- 
terial conditions. 


> Blatter Not Substance Nor Life. 


"The chief difficulty in realizing 


the mental nature of matter is the 
belief that matter is substance. 


"One of the fundamental proper- 


ties of substance is substantiality, 
uhich is defined as being that which 
is lasting, that which has real exis- 
tence, that which is actual and not 
illusory. This means that substance 
is indestructible and permanent, and 
matter cannot therefore be real sub- 
stance, since it is both destructible 
and transitory; it is relative, not ab- 
solute; a mental concept, and not a 
substantive actuality outside of con- 
sciousness. It is but an appearance 
of substance to physical sense. 


"All this leads to the perception 


that there is no life in matter since 
one of the fundamental characteris- 
tics of life is continuity of existence 
which, as we have seen, cannot be 
predicated of matter. 


"It is thus seen that there is 


neither substance nor life in matter 
or material phenomena; that our ex- 
istance is not material but mental, 
a state of consciousness, and that 
truth and life can only be conceived 
of metaphysically. 
On this plane 


alone can we analyze existence log- 
ically and intelligently and solve its 
problems. 


"We are now ready to concede the 


possibility of Christian healing, that 
which is effected through spiritual 
means, the power of divine Mind. 


"It is further evident that the

Thus it is Truth or act- 
uality, and there can be no place 
where Truth is not.

or 
boundary, 


without beginning or end, without 
quantitative dir Visions, 
it means 


omnipresence, the everywhere pres- 
ent. 
It -means omniscience, the all- 


knowing consciousness. 
It means 


omnipotence, the almighty power. 
This infinite Mind is Spirit, the sub- 
stance and essence of teal being; it is 
Soul, the identity and individuality 
of all right ideas; it is Life, the 
creating and sustaining Principle 
of all activity; it is Truth, the act- 
uality of being; the Love, it is sub- 
stance of all goodness and harmony. 
This infinite, absolute, perfect, in- 
destructable, omnipresent, < omnipo- 
tent being Is the incorporeal Father 
Mother God, the divine 'us' of the 
Scriptures whose true nature is re- 
vealed through Christian Science 


"This 
divine 
actuality 
is 
the 


scientific basis on which all Chris- 
tian healing is demonstrated, 
the 


divine 
Principle 
whose 
unlimited 


power is utilized in the overcoming 
of sin and sickness. 


"Christian Science shows that the 


so-called mind which includes the 
belief in evil, matter and disease, is 
not real Mind but a false concept of 
raind, the Adam dream, which, St. 
Paul terms, 'the carnal mind which 
is enmity against God"—in other 
words, God's unlikeness or ^opposite. 
This carnal mind Christian Science 
further 
defines 
as 
mortal 
mind, 


since it includes all that is sick, sin- 
ning, discordant and mortal. It is 
the inversion or counterfeit of the 
immortal divine Mind and its betray- 
ing characteristic is finity as opposed 
to infinity. 
All that is real is in- 


finite, therefore all that is finite Is 
unreal. 
The unreal beliefs of the 


carnal mind have neither place, lo- 
cation, nor power, any more than 
has the school boy's erroneous be- 
lief that two times two make five. 
It is simply a false concept. 


"This then is one of the initial 


and essential steps in the Science of 
Christian 
healing—the 
recognition 


of the unreality of all that which is 
unlike God, that it has but a seem- 
ing and not an actual existence. 


"The order of scientific Christian 


healing therefore is expressed first 
in the knowing of perfect God and 
perfect man, followed by the recog- 
nition of the erroneous nature of dis- 
ease, sin and all tnat is unlike God;

will-power, or mental 


suggestion in any form, for theso 
methods all involve belief in the!

In Christian 


Science healing the human mind is 
not a factor, for the healing power 
is divine Truth, which dispels error 
and its effects. 
The human will does 


not enter therefore into the opera- 
tion, even as in correcting a mathe- 
matical error we do not use will- 
power bat perceive the error as 
such and apply the corrective truth. 


Human Sense Healed. 


"The healing work is accomplish- 


ed in the human mind by bringing 
about a change 
of consciousness 


wherein lies the belief in error which 
has to be corrected. 
This human 


mind is that quality of consciousness 
which embraces error and yet which 
can begin to know divine Truth. It 
is the plane on which the real can 
reach the unreal. It is a kind of clear- 
ing house where Truth can be known, 
where error can be corrected and 
where harmony can be establish0-!. It 
is a transitional stage of experience 
In which transformation takes place, 
through the renewal of the mind. It 
is an imperfect consciousness, still in- 
fluenced by error, bnt one to which 
the saving Christ can come, healing it 
of its erroneous beliefs and renewing 
it with the mind of Christ. Mortal 
mind or the cainal mind 3s wholly 
evil and erroneous but the human 
mind, although containing much er- 
ror, possesses also some good. It is 
this clement of good which is quick- 
ened and enlarged through the ap- 
pearance of the Christ in conscious- 
ness, and which will eventually be so 
transformed that all eiror will be 
destroyed and the perfect, spiritual, 
harmonious consciousness of the real 
man be established.

Fj7prletors plan for a big garden as a 


part "of their enterprise. It doesn't 
cost them a great deal. 
The men 


are better contented, less likely to 
drift from one place to another. 
The gardens add to their 
thrift, 


prosperity, well being, and useful- 
ness as workers. 


It is common in England, where 


factories are located in the middle 
of towns, for the proprietors to se- 
cure large lots outside the towns. 
Frequently the garden-workers will 
be transported out to the garden lot 
after supper.
